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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 11-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Tichneretal. (4,342,658). 

Tichner discloses a Hydraulic fluids or metalworking lubricants are prepared 
utilizing mixture of water and, as lubricants and corrosion inhibitors, an alkyi 
dialkanolamide, a polyoxyethylene ester, and an ethoxylated alkylaryl phosphate ester. 
The compositions have improved extreme pressure lubricating and wear preventing 
characteristics and are non-flammable. The compositions can be thickened if desired 
using a polyglycol-type thickener and can contain conventional corrosion inhibiting and 
extreme pressure lubricating additives known in the prior art. Stable concentrates 
comprising a phosphate ester a polyoxyethylene ether, and an alkyI alkanolamide can 
be prepared, (abstract) The reference teaches a water-based fluids or metalworking 
composition can be obtained by blending water in a major proportion with minor 
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effective lubricating amounts of a mixture of a phosphate ester a polyethylene ester, a 
polyester of an oxyalkylene compound, and an alkyi dialkanolamide (col. 1, lines 48-53). 
The reference discloses a class of phosphates, which corresponds to those instantly 
claimed (col. 2, line 17-26). The reference teaches the use of a diacid containing 21 
carbons which is clearly between the suggested 4-40 carbon range (col. 7, line 63 - col. 
8 line 3). 

The reference fails to tech all of the specific succinic acids as clamed in the 
claims. Although the reference fails to tech all of the specific succinic acids clamed ,the 
reference does teach the general class of compounds and the required amounts. 
Therefore, in the absence of superior or unexpected results, the reference would read 
on the specific instantly claimed compounds. The reference also fails to teach all the 
instantly claimed components in one composition. Although the reference also fails to 
teach all the instantly claimed components in one composition, it would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made, to practice 
the instantly claimed method, in view of the references teaching of metalworking 
lubricants composition made by mixing water, an alkyI dialkanolamide, a 
polyoxyethylene ester, and an ethoxylated alkylaryl phosphate ester with a diacid. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 20-22 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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The reference fails to teach all of the instantly claimed components in the 
instantly claimed amounts nor the composition made using the instantly claimed 
method.
